This would be a radical step, and it may be a question 


whether it would be just.to all Concerned. The farmers have 
rights which must not be< overlooked in the present situation. 
They have raised the wheat,''and'who'can properly deny them 
the privilege of selling."'i.t in the best markets the world af- 
fords? While there is,speculation in this staple, that is not 
the cause of bounding prices in the face of one of the greatest 
crops in the country's history. The cause is the war in Europe 
which"has created an abnormal demand, and it hardly seems 
that it would be just for the government to step in and prevent 
trie farmers from reaping the benefits of such a market. 


* In.'the case of beef |he argument has been advanced that 


home consumers should be protected by a curtailment of ex- 
p'orls,-'but that argument was'based oh the claim that beef was 
sold; cheaper abroad than at home, the design of the packers 
bein'g to keep the supply in this country at a point which 
would enable them to fix prices tcrs'uit themselves. No such 
claim is made in connection with wheat, and it is therefore a 
'question whether the government would have a mornl right 
to curtail; for the benefit of .others, the farmers' privilege of 
selling in the best markets that present themselves.
